SUBJECT  was  Interviewed  by  the  undersigned  officers  and  the  following 
report  submitted, 

SUBJECT  resides  at  303  If.  Forest  Crest,  Carl  and,  Texas  with 
his  wife,  KART  MARGARET.  He  Has  been  employed  with  WFAA-AM-EM-TV 
COMMUNICATION  CENTER  since  July  3,  1963,  and  Is  presently  working 
In  the  PROMOTION  DEFT.  of  this  company.  His  office  telephone 
number  Is  RI8-9631,  and  hla  residence,  BR6-8617, 

SUBJECT  stated  that  on  November  22,  1963,  he  and  PIERCE  M, 

ALLMAN,  aleo  with  HFAA,  were  standing  near  the  corner  of  Rim  and 
Houston  watching  President  JOHN  P.  KENNEDY'S  motorcade.  Suddenly, 
three  shots  rang  out  and  he  and  AIT, MAN  started  running.  A few 
moments  later  they  ran'lnto  the  TEXAS  SCHOOL  BOOK  DEPOSITORY  BUILDING 
where  ALLMAN  used  a telephone  to  oall  his  radio  station.  SUBJECT 
stated  that  he  was  not  acquainted  with  LEE  HAEYET  OSWALD  or  JACK  RUBI, 
nor  did  he  remember  seeing  either  of  them  on  the  day  of  the  assassination. 
He  also  said  that  as  he  was  leaving  the  aforementioned  building,  someone 
took  hla  name  and  address,  hut  he  does  not  know  who  this  parson  was.
